The COLLEGE OF BUSINESS ADMINISTRATION pre- 
pares students for careers in accounting, economics and 
finance, information and decision sciences, and marketing 
and management. The college offers an online M.B.A and a 
Ph.D. in international business, and is accredited by AACSB 
International, a benchmark of excellence awarded to less than 
10 percent of the world’s business schools.

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The MINER ATHLETE ACADEMIC CENTER (MAAC) was created to provide academic support services to all UTEP student-athletes and is 
conveniently located in the center of campus. The MAAC is dedicated to promoting the individual and educational goals of each UTEP student- 
athlete and ensuring compliance with UTEP, Conference USA and NCAA academic eligibility standards-RECognteRGAFaL one it student-athletes’ 
greatest challenges is maintaining the balance between academics and athletics, each sport is assigned an athletic academic advisor whose primary 
responsibilities are to serve as an advisor and mentor for student-athletes; to assist with educational’goal setting, degree plans, and ee selec- 
tion; to track academic progress and to calculate and certify NCAA academic eligibility. The MAAC offers,a Three-Part Academic, Support Program 
designed to assist student-athletes in developing time management and study skills. The program includes mentoring, one-on-one tutoring, and 
large areas devoted to focused study time. q | 


In April 2007, UTEP finished a complete renovation to expand the MAAC facility from 2,000 to 6,900 square feet. The new facility includes a computer 
lab with 50 computers and four laser printers, nine rooms for individual tutoring appointments, a large quiet area for study hall and classrooms for 
group tutoring sessions, individual team study blocks, and academic and life skills workshops.

The MAAC provides academic 
advising, one-on-one tutoring, regular mentor meetings and structured study 
hall. Emphasis is placed on the academic success of UTEP student-athletes 
by the coaches and the administration. Continuous recognition throughout 
the year of academically successful individual student-athletes and teams 
is part of the mission of the Miner S.U.C.C.E.S.S. LIFE SKILLS program. 
Student-athletes are nominated and receive numerous national, conference 
and university academic awards including, but not limited to: Verizon 
Academic All-American, C-USA Commissioner's Honor Roll, Athletic 
Directors’ List, Athletic Directors’ Team GPA Award, C-USA Scholar Athlete 
Award, and UTEP Top Ten Senior.

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TEAM C-USA: DEDICATED TO EXCELLENCE 


Welcome to Conference USA, home to 12 nationally prominent, tradition-rich members in East 
Carolina, Houston, Marshall, Memphis, Rice, SMU, Southern Miss, Tulane, Tulsa, UAB, UCF and 
UTEP. This combination enhances men’s and women’s programs that are steeped in athletic 
success and academic prowess. Together, we are committed to excellence, integrity and leadership 
in athletics, academics and in our communities. Dedication to excellence is a common thread for 
C-USA and the guiding initiative for the league’s promising future. 


All C-USA institutions sponsor Division I-A football, along with several other men’s and women’s 
athletic programs, many of which compete regularly for NCAA Championships. C-USA sponsors 
competition in 19 sports - nine for men (baseball, basketball, cross country, football, golf, soccer, 
tennis and indoor and outdoor track and field) and 10 for women (basketball, cross country, golf, 
softball, soccer, swimming and diving, tennis, indoor and outdoor track and field and volleyball). 


The league sponsors numerous academic awards, including the Commissioner's Honor Roll and the 
Commissioner’s Academic Medal, indicative of outstanding achievement in the classroom. C-USA 
annually awards six postgraduate scholarships, along with the Sport Academic Award, Scholar 
Athletes of the Year and the Institutional Academic Excellence Award. 


SUCCESS ON THE PLAYING FIELD 

Conference USA performers have achieved great success in competition, placing the league among 
the top conferences in the nation. Twenty-nine volleyball teams, 43 men’s and women’s soccer teams 
and 21 softball teams have earned NCAA Tournament bids. C-USA has sent three men’s soccer 
teams to the NCAA College Cup, five softball teams to the Women’s College World Series and three 
volleyball teams to the Sweet 16. The league has also had four national champions in NCAA track 
and field competition, one national champion in diving and numerous NCAA individual and team 
competitors in cross country, golf, swimming, tennis and track and field. Overall, Conference USA 
teams and individuals have made 506 NCAA appearances. 


SUCCESS OFF THE FIELD 

C-USA institutions are among the nation’s best in academic performance among student-athletes, 
bolstered by the fact that student-athletes at league schools have a higher graduation rate than 
the general student population. Among C-USA’s 5,000 student-athletes, there are champions off 
the playing field as well. In 13 years, 115 student-athletes earned national ESPN The Magazine 
Academic All-America honors, while 405 were named All-District. In addition, more than 15,000 
student-athletes have been named to the Commissioner’s Honor Roll or received the Commissioner’s 
Academic Medal, indicative of outstanding achievement in the classroom.

Ken Murphy enters his third season at the helm of the UTEP volleyball program. 


In his first season, two Miners had a record-breaking campaign. Katie Smith and Elsa Reyes 
shattered single-season school standards for assists and digs, respectively. Smith’s 1,356 assists 
in 2007 toppled a record which had stood for 15 years. 


Under Murphy’s guidance, Smith received Academic All-Conference USA honors while 
eight student-athletes were named to Conference USA’s Commissioner's Honor Roll. 


Murphy came to UTEP after serving six seasons as the associate head coach at the University 
of Idaho, where he helped lead the Vandals to back-to-back NCAA Tournament appearances 
in 2003 and 2004. 


While at Idaho, Murphy’s duties included recruiting and team development, with primary 
responsibilities over middle blockers and setters. He also oversaw offensive and blocking 
systems, as well as strategies. 


Prior to Idaho, Murphy was an assistant coach at Colorado State. He led the Rams to three 
NCAA tournaments, including a Sweet-16 appearance in 1999 and second-round finishes 
in 1997 and 1998. 


Murphy also served as head coach of 
various club organizations around the 
country over a 10-year period. While in 
Fort Collins, Colo., he guided his 18U 
team to a top-20 ranking during the 
1999 season and led the Norco Juniors 
to the 1998 Rocky Mountain Region title 
and the 1997 USA Volleyball national 
qualifiers. 


He has additionally had extensive high 
school coaching experience. As an 
assistant coach, he led Marcos de Niza 
High School (Tempe, Ariz.) to the 5A 
state title in 1992 and 1993, as well as 
a state runner-up finish in 1994.

University President 


Diana Natalicio was named president of UTEP 

in 1988. 

During her long and distinguished career with 

he university, Dr. Natalicio has served as vice 

president for academic affairs, dean of liberal arts, 

hair of the modern languages department, and 

professor of linguistics. 

Her sustained commitment to provide all 
residents of the Paso del Norte region access to 

outstanding higher education opportunities has made UTEP a national success story. 

During Dr. Natalicio’s tenure as president, UTEP’s enrollment has grown to nearly 
20,000 students, who reflect the demographics of the Paso del Norte region from 
which 90 percent of them come: More than 70 percent are Mexican-American, and 
another 10 percent commute to the campus from Ciudad Juarez, Mexico. 

UTEP’s annual budget has tripled, from $80 million to more than $250 million, 
since 1988. Recently, UTEP was designated as a research/doctoral-intensive university, 
recognized nationally for both the excellence and breadth of its academic and research 
programs. 

UTEP’s externally funded research expenditures have grown from less than $5 
million to more than $46 million per year, and doctoral programs from one to 14 
during this same period. To accommodate steady growth in enrollment, academic 
programs, and research, the university recently completed a $50 million facilities 
expansion program and has embarked on a $124 million upgrade of core science and 
engineering facilities. 

Dr. Natalicio serves on the board of trustees of the Rockefeller Foundation and 
the board of governors of the U.S.-Mexico Foundation for Science. She has served 
on the NASA Advisory Committee (NAC), and was appointed by President George 
H. W. Bush as a member of the Advisory Commission on Educational Excellence for 
Hispanic Americans. Initially appointed to the National Science Board by President 
Bill Clinton in 1994, she served two six-year terms as a board member and three two- 
year terms as the NSB’s vice-chair. 

She also served on the board of trustees of Internet2. In addition, she is a member of 
the boards of directors of the Sandia Corporation, Trinity Industries and the National 
Action Council for Minorities in Engineering. 

In recognition of her success in building strong partnerships between UTEP, the 
El Paso Community College, and school districts in the Paso del Norte region, Dr. 
Natalicio received the Harold W. McGraw, Jr. Prize in Education in 1997. 

She was inducted into the Texas Women’s Hall of Fame in 1999, was honored with 
the Distinguished Alumnus Award at The University of Texas at Austin in 2006, and 
is the recipient of honorary doctoral degrees from Smith College and the Universidad 
Autonoma de Nuevo Leon. 

The American Council on Education awarded Dr. Natalicio the Reginald Wilson 
Diversity Leadership Award in February 2007 for her contributions to the advancement 
of diversity in higher education. 

A graduate of St. Louis University, Dr. Natalicio earned a master’s degree in 
Portuguese and a doctorate in linguistics from The University of Texas at Austin. 
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BOB STULL 
Director of Athletics 


Bob Stull’s initial strategic plan resulted in 
nprecedented growth and achievement for UTEP 
Athletics. Phase two of his strategic plan -- which is 
currently being implemented -- is designed to take the 
Miners to even greater levels of excellence. 

UTEP’s football coach from 1986-88, Stull took 
over as the school’s Director of Athletics in 1998. His 
return has produced a myriad of accomplishments, 
most notably: 


. ‘The football team making three bowl appearances, including two since the 
arrival of former National Coach of the Year Mike Price in 2004 

° The men’s basketball program reaching postseason play in four of the last 
five seasons, including the NCAA Tournament in 2004 and 2005 

g The women’s basketball team racking up 50 wins over the last two seasons, 
including a school-record 28-4 campaign in 2007-08 that produced 
a Conference USA regular season title and the school’s first NCAA

Team success, however, doesn't even begin to tell the story of the impact Stull has made at 
UTEP. Student-athlete graduation rates have soared since his arrival. Existing facilities have been 
renovated, and sparkling new buildings -- once a pipe dream -- have taken shape. The acquisition 
of major gifts has totaled $35 million over the last five years, an all-time high. 

Stull spearheaded UTEP’s transition from the Western Athletic Conference -- the Miners’ 
home for over 30 years -- into Conference USA. As amember of C-USA UTEP has maintained 
rivalries with state institutions Houston, Rice and SMU, while benefiting from increased regional 
and national exposure. 

Stull’s greatest achievement off the playing field has been widespread enhancements to UTEP’s 
athletic facilities. The $11 million, 65,000-square foot Larry K. Durham Sports Center opened 
in 2002. In 2005, construction was completed on the state-of-the-art, $2.2 million Helen of 
Troy Softball Complex. Construction is currently underway on the $14.3 million, 43,000-square 
foot Foster Stevens Basketball Center. 

Under Stull’s leadership, UTEP set school records for football attendance average (47,899) 
during the 2005 season. The men’s basketball team has played before 18 sellout crowds of 12,000 
since 2004, and women’s basketball set a school record with an audience of 7,255 for the SMU 
game in 2008. 

Stull is in his second tour of duty with the Miners after serving as the team’s football coach 
from 1986-88. He was also head coach at Massachusetts and Missouri previously. 

Stull and his wife, Kim, have two children -- daughter Shannon, a University of Texas graduate, 
and son Kevin, who recently graduated from Arizona State.

“We are as optimistic as ever about the upcoming season,” 
Murphy said. “We feel prepared for what the next couple 
of months will bring us. We had a fantastic spring, both 
developmentally and competitively, and our players are 
fully aware of how much they have improved as a team. 
Now we are just anxious to get going and see how far that 
will take us this season.” 


UTEP returns five starters from the 2007 season, in 
the form of outside hitters Catherine Chavez and Amy 
Sanders; middle blockers Aidan Mooney and Daidre 
Mendenhall; and Patty Jarmoc at setter. Murphy will 
rely on six newcomers to reinforce the nine returning 
letterwinners. 


“We have added depth at every position and I’m 
envisioning that we will have a very competitive pre-

“Amy was an offensive workhorse for us last year and 
maybe the most underrated player in our conference,” 
said Murphy. “She is a powerful player with a large range 
of shots and we will depend on her again to take a lot of 
swings for us.” 


Chavez finished second in kills (311) and digs (332). She 
had respective averages of 2.99 and 3.19. 


“Catherine had a great off-season and has developed into 
one of the best all-around players that I have coached,” 
Murphy said. “She has the ability to impact a match in a 
variety of ways and the knowledge to use it to our team’s 
advantage.” 


Marie-Therese Joyce will join the Miners on the court 
after spending the 2007 season as a redshirt freshman. 
Junior Irma Blanco brings two years of experience to the 
position. The Miners also added freshman Bridget Logan 
from Seattle, Wash. 


player and I know she has worked hard to have a great 
senior season.” 


Mooney paced all Miners in blocks with 89 (19S, 70A), 
averaging a team-high 1.07 blocks per game. 


“Aidan may be the most improved player on our team 
over the last couple of years,” Murphy said. “She can 
dominate a series of points with her blocking and she has 
become a very difficult player to defend against.” 


Jarmoc proved to be a consistent player not only at setter, 
but on the defensive side of the net. Jarmoc enters her 
sophomore campaign after finishing second on the team 
with 76 blocks and 41 aces. 


“Patty had a very solid freshman year setting our team 
and learning how to compete at this level,” said Murphy. 
“She spent the off-season adding deception to her game 
and really learning how to make hitters successful. She 
plays the entire game at a much higher level at this point

A transfer from 
Hutchinson Community College, Langford 
will fill the void left by the departure of 
libero Elsa Reyes. 


“KeAnne is a great athlete with an 
outstanding feel for the game,” Murphy said 
of the junior transfer. “She has invested a lot 
of time learning our systems and mechanics 
and I think our fans will be amazed by how 
many great plays she makes.” 


The Miners will head into 2008 without the 
services of outside hitters Christie Murphy 
and Megan Maynard, as both exhausted their eligibility 
last season. Two-year veterans Chavez and Sanders 
led the team in kills last season and will provide the 
leadership at that position. 


“With the experience we have returning and the 
freshmen coming in, outside hitter becomes the deepest 
position on our team,” Murphy said. “Each one of them 
offers a different combination of strengths and makes our 
team better in a little different way.” 


Casey McAnelly, now fully recovered from a knee injury 
she suffered in 2006, looks to return to the lineup for her 
senior season. 


“Casey is beginning to look like the athlete and volleyball 
player that she was in the past,” Murphy said. “She is an 
important player on our team, providing leadership and 
a competitive spirit to everything we do. I know that she 
will be an important part of our success this season.” 


A starter in every match, Sanders’ team-leading 399 kills 
placed her third in UTEP annals in the season records 
category. She averaged 3.8 per game and recorded a 
career-high 25 on Oct. 28 against SMU. Her 46 aces on 
the season also led all Miners. 


A trio of talented middles made up of seniors Keisha 
Hyman-Gifth, Mendenhall and junior Mooney will 


be bolstered with the arrival of newcomers Cassandra 


Burruel and Kelsey Moore. 


“One of the identifying characteristics that we are 
trying to establish in our program is strong middle play,” 
Murphy said. “This is the best group of middles that we 
have had during my tenure at UTEP. I believe that we 
will generate a lot of our offense through them.” 


“Daidre has developed into one of our best offensive 
threats,” added Murphy. “She has added a lot of variation 
and power to her arsenal, but her intense desire to be 
successful is what sets her apart from most players.” 


Hyman-Gifth will battle to return to true form after off- 
season surgery. The senior from Olympia, Wash., led the 
Miners in hitting percentage (.323) and registered a .938 
average from the service line. 


“Keisha has overcome a series of injuries during her 
career, including one again this year,” said Murphy. 
“When healthy, she has been an exceptional offensive 


and I’m looking for her to have a breakout 
year.” 


The 2008 campaign will open on Aug. 
29-30 when the Miners host the Sun Bowl 
Tournament. UTEP will travel north on I-10 
to take on New Mexico State on Sept. 3. The 
Miners will stay on the road through the rest of 
the month with stops at the Doublewood Inn 
Classic in Fargo, N.D., the Gonzaga University 
Tournament in Spokane, Wash., and travel to 
the northeast to Province, R.I. 


“Our non-conference schedule has a nice mix of 

opponents, and I think we will be challenged in

a variety of ways,” Murphy said. “In many ways 

it reflects the variety that we see in C-USA so 

it will be a great preparation for us.” 


The Miners will return home to kick off 
C-USA play against Rice on Sept. 26 and 
against Houston on Sept. 28, before beginning league 
competition at UAB, Memphis, SMU and Tulsa. A 
three-match homestand against Marshall and East 
Carolina ends with the rematch against the NMSU 
Aggies on Oct. 22. 


UTEP will take another four-game road trip to Houston, 
Rice, Southern Miss and UCF before closing off the 
home schedule against Tulsa (Nov. 7), SMU (Nov. 9), and 
Tulane (Nov. 14). The team will finish regular season play 
at Tulane on Nov. 16. The 2008 C-USA Championships 
are scheduled for Nov. 20-23 in Memphis, Tennessee. 


“With C-USA co-champion Tulane returning most 
of their team they will be the team to beat,” Murphy 
said. “I think we are pretty confident in how much 
we've improved, and we are looking forward to proving 
ourselves to the conference.”
